Revenue Cutter Carries Offi- 
cials to Try Alaskan 
Transgressors.

This ship is the 

United States revenue cutter Thetis, 

and her mission is hers alone, for no- 

where else on any of the seven seas 

‘can her counterpart be found. In her 

| Uncle Sam possesses the only floating 
; court in the world. 

Less than a quarter of a century ago 
| it was the wild beast of the bold spirits 
| who tempted fortune in the Alaskan 
| ice fields, where “there’s never a law 
| of God or man runs north to fifty- 
three!’ But today the law reaches 
that far—and beyond—and spares no 
villages or waste places in so doing. 
And this is due in general to the 
strong arm of the government and in 
particular to this floating court that 
recently set out on her unique eruise. | 

Once every year, though this fs only 
the second trip made, a ship of the. 
| reventie cutter service visits the prin- 
‘eipal ports of Alaska, carrying on 
board the court officials from Valdez, 
who enforce laws and administer jus- 
| tice over a territory so scattered that, 
but for them, lawlessness might reign 
as supreme as In the old days. Ar: 
| the various points touched rude build- 
| ings or schoolhouses are turned into 
{impromptu courthouses and justice 
| Meted out. Not infrequently the deck 
| of the vessel becomes the scene of the 

trials of the offenders. In many in- |

Territory Covered. | 


| 
| The territory covered by this floating | 
| court is known as the third district of

“At the expiration of his prison sen- 
tence he boarded a fishing boat bound 
for the Aleutian country. At Unimak 


he, with several others, went ashore. 
Upon landing they discovered three 
cents pitched well back fromthe beach 
and in them mining implements of 
ralue. When the water had been ob- 
tained he remained on the island. 

“The fishing boat sailed away with- 
out him. He returned to the tents and, 
taking rifles and ammunition, made 
his way to some nearby hills. There 
he awaited the return of the prospec 
tors who owned the tents. As they 
came within range he opened fire on 
them. killing three out of four of them. 

“Thirty days later other prospectors 
landed on the island and found the | 
surviving one of the four lying beneath | 
an overturned boat, half crazed and | 
Starving. They took him with them | 
to Unalaska, where he told his terri- | 
ble story to the commanding officer of 
the Manning. and that vessel set ont | 
immediately for the Island. They | 
found the skeletons of the three men | 
killed and after searching discovered | 
two men attired in the dead men’s | 
clethes. Both were arrested. One was | 
the American. The other proved at

Pliny, sonp was 
|Gauls, who used it for giving a bright 
hue to the hair. He also states that | 
jit * was employed by the .Germans | 
both as a medicinal and as a cleansing 
lagent, two kindy being used—hard and 
soft.

Franco-German Dispute 


ESTIMATES OF WAR STRENGTH 


Germany Has Many Reasons to Avoid 
Conflict, as She Would Be Greatly 
Handicapped In Military Operations 
—Strong German and Austrian Re- 
sentment at Britain—Accused of 
instigating the Present Crisis 


London, Sept. 2.—Information 
comes from Paris that the instructions 
received from the French government 


to be delivered to Germany contain 
“the maximum terms which France 
{sg willing to offer Germany in order 
to reach a settlement of the vexed 
Moroccan question.” 

London believes that Germany will 
back down and accept France's propo- 
sition, but this feeling of an amicable 
settlement, it would seem, is not sO 
strong in either France or Germany. 

The French and British govern- 
ments have reached the fullest 
mutual agreement upon every phase of 
the Franco-German dispute. 

The people of France have been 
given to understand, it is learned, 
that there 1s a possibility of war, and 
they are said to be ready to follow the 
desires of the government. 

On the other side of the trouble it 
may be truthfully said that never 
since the beginning of the imbroglio 
has Germany been so angry. Her 
fury is directed mainly against Eng- 
land tor what would be called ‘“butt- 
ing in’ in Africa. 

Articles were published in London 
showing the immense superiority of 
the British navy over that of Ger- 
| many at the present moment, and 


fon prevails that Germany would be 
unwilling to try issues with France 
just. now because of the superiority 
of the French field artillery and the 
alleged greater ability of the French 
general starff. 

In the event of war, which is con- 
sidered to be unlikely, it is held that 
France's defensive positions are so 
strong that the German _ military 
operations would be rendered ineffect- 
ive for at least such a period as would 


= insure the destruction of the German

more than counterbalance any event- 
ual German successes on land. For 
these reasons the British view of the 
present critical situation is somewhat 
rose-colored. 

| German resentment at the part 
which England, rightly or wrongly, is 
supposed to be playing is growing 
apace, and the persistent enmity otf 
Great Britain toward Germany is the 
| keynote of many Berlin newspaper 
articles. 

In Austria, also, Great Britain is 
looked upon as having instigated che 
present crisis. The Reichspost de- 
clares that the Moroccan negotiations 
have taken a grave turn, owing to the 
sudden interference of Great Britain. 

Belgium, while neutral in the mat- 
ter, has apparently heard that hostili- 
ties are likely because she is rushing 
her coast defenses against a possible 
invasion of either the French or Ger- 
man forces. 

A fair amount of war insurance is 
offered and with the market becoming 
restricted the rates advanced furthe: 
on the risk of war breaking out be- 
tween certain European powers with- 
in two months. Some risks were ac- 
cepted at 8 percent, and in some 
cases 10 percent was quoted.

Canonsburg, Pa., Sept. 2.—The 
coroner’s jury which held an inquest 
into the panic of last Saturday night 
during a moving picture show at the 
Canonsburg opera house, when twen- 
ty-six persons were killed and several 
score injured, last night returned a 
verdict censuring the manager of the 
show and the state department of fac_ 
tory and building inspection. 

The jury states that it is unable to 
find any person or persons guilty 
criminally. 

C. P. Ferguson, manager of the 
show, was condemned for not pro- 
viding police protection for the prem- 
ises, while the state department of 
factory and building inspection is 
censured for approving the narrow 
Street entrance leading to the audi- 
korium of the theatre;

TESTING AN EGG. 


Many Ways to Detect Staleness Be- 
sides Smell and Taste. 

It does not require a very discrim- 
nating palate to detect an old egg 
from a new one, says 2 correspondent 
ft the New York Sun, The 
has 2 musty flavor that the latter 
never has, and the mustiness may 
range from a slight taint to a very 
provounced oue.

this space gyows lirger. In storage 
eggs it sometimes extends to one 
fourth the length. An expert can very 
closely approximate the age of an egg 
by examining this space. This is 
known as cundling ‘and {Is done by 
holding the egg in a beam of light.

The detention of Castabile in $10,- 
000 bail has proved the value of the 
new “deadly weapon” law; and for 
the mere possession of a bomb, “the 
fox"’ may be sent to prison for seven 
years. The law was passed par- 
ticularly to assist the police azainst 
elusive Italian criminals, whom it is 
difficult to convict because their vic- 
tims are afraid to testify against 
them. 

Some of Castabile’s career 1s al- 
ready a part of the records of the de- 
tective bureau. He fs 5 feet 4 inches 
tall, weighing 118 pounds, with quiz- 
zical blue eyes and a good-humored 
mouth about which curls a soft brown 
He is 27. years old, calls 
himself a salesman and lives com- 
fortably with his wife and two chil- 
dren at 136 Chrystie street. In that 
neighborhood he is called ‘“Papinello” 
—Little Joe—and the nickname is not 
one of endearment. 

Castabile came to New York ten 
years ago. Two anda half years later 
he returned to Caiabria and appeared 
again in New York four years ago. 
Since that time, the police say, he has 
not done a day's work. 

Lieutenant Petrosino, who was 
murdered at Palermo, was responsible 
for Castabile’s first arrest, on July 
17, 1908. Three days before that 
Petrosino and Corrao were on guard 
at the store of Francesco Spinella, 


| 314 East Eleventh street, where a 


“final” Black Hand notice had been 
served. The detectives stood by while 
Pinzolo Bonaventuro crept with” a 
bomb into the hallway of that house. 

Bonaventuro pleaded guilty to an 
attempt to wreck the building, and 
was sent to Sing Sing for five years. 
In tracing his: movements. just before 
his arrest clew after clew pointed to 
Castabile, and he, too, was arrested, 
but with Bonaventuro’s refusal to talk 
about anyone but himself Castabile 
was discharged. But before Hona- 
venturo set out for Sing Sing he told 
Corrao, so the detective says, that 
Ctastabile had fashioned the bomp 
that was to have brought Spinella to 
terms. 

For three years the police have 
been keeping track of Castabile. Pe- 
trosino long tried in vain.to get con- 


| clustve evidence against him. Many 


stories are told’ about his methods of 
taling' what he wanted from those who 
feared hin too much to complain. 

When arrested Castabile threatened 
the life of Carrao.

: Pekin, Sept. 7.—The great flood | 


which is devastating a part of the 
|Chinese empire extends from Ichang 
in the province of Hupeh to Shanghai | 
on the coast, a distance of about 700 | 
miles. The banks of the Yang-tse- | 

Klang have been obliterated, excent ; 
in the Highlands and around the 
walled cities and towns. | 

So far the loss of life can only be 
estimated, but it is believed that 
thousands of persons have been 
drowned. | 

The cottop and rice crops in the

IS LOOKED FOR 


Be of Staying Wife 
SOME EXPECT AN ACQUITTAL 


Chesterfield Courthouse, Va., Sept. 
&.—It is considered 4s extremely un- 
Mkely here that Henry C. Beattie, 
Jr., will be convicted for the murder 
of bis wife, and there are some who 
hold that. when the jury comes in, 
probably tonight, the young man will 
be freed. 

Those who have followed the case 
closely gay that, in view of Judge 
Watson's charge, which was _ very 
fayorable to the defendant, and the 
scathing denunciation of Paul Beat- 
tie by Attorney Carter, it will be ex- 
tremely hard for the prosecution to 
bring forth any argument which will 
bead the jury to bring in a verdict of 
guilty. 

The fact that Prosecuting Attorney 
Wendenburg has stated that, although 
he will not ask for a reopening of 
the case now, he will have the man 
who wrote him that he was an eye 


| witness of the shooting come on from 


the west, also lends strength to the 
belief that the prosecution is looking 
for a disagreement. The prosecution 
have all along stated publicly that 


| they were perfectly satisfied with | 
their case, but those close to them |

The day began with the reading by 
Judge Watson of the instructions to 
the jury. More vital than usual were 
they, particularly as attention was 
drawn to the fraility of the alleged 
confession of Henry to Paul, and the 
manner in which it came—tin jail 
from an inearcerated witneas to the 
commonwealth’s attorney.

Hartford, Sept. 8.—With “Peace” 
as his subject, President Taft, at the 
Connecticut state fair grounds, made

“Personally, I don’t see any more 
reason why matters of national honor | 
should not be referred to a court of | 
arbitration any more than matters of | 
property or matters of national pro- | 
prietorship,” said the president. |

Cer- | 
tainly, 1t ig not in the interest of the | 
cause of peace that that power should | 
be limited in such a way that other, 
governments may make treaties of 
this kind and we may not. 

“I cannot exaggerate the {mportance 
of escaping from the limited and nar- 
row view the majority of the senate 
committee takes of the powers of the} 
senate in this regard and of securing | 
action by the senate sustaining the 
minority view. The ideal toward | 
which we are all working with these} 
treaties is the ultimate establishment | 
of an arbitral court to which we shall | 
submit our international controversies | 
with the same freedom and the same | 
dependence on the judgment as in| 
case of domestic courts. 

“If the senate cannot bind itself | 
to submit questions of jurisdiction | 
arising under the treaty, as Norway 
and Sweden have done, for instance, 
then the prospect of real and suv- 
stantial progress is most discourag- 
ing.”

Benjamin Franklin Said to Be Inven- 
tor of American Rockor. 

In early colonial times it wag not 
customary to have more than two or 
throe chaira in a house. Our people fol- 
lowed the English custom of their day 
nud sat upon stools, or upon benches, 
which they called “forms” and which 
presently developed into the high 
backed settles, says Mary Il. Northend

}teenth attempt, he having first essayed 
ithe task in 1904. 
Burgess started from South Fore 
man, Dover, tifteen minutes past 11 
o'clock the morning of Sept. 5. He 
landed at La Chatele, a ttle village 
two miles eust of Cape Gris Nez, at 
lten minutes before 10 o’clock the 
morning of the 6th, accomplishing the 
passage in 22 hours 35 minutes. A mo- 
torboat accompanied the swimmer, 
and it is estimated that Mr. Burgess, 
owing to the zigzag course he was 
icompelled to take because of bailing 
tides, covered sixty miles. 
Throughout the trip Burgess was fa- 
'yored by a calm sea, but a strong tide 
wus running, and a severe strain was 
put on the swimmer to get past the 
Goodwin sands, Twice he was attack- 
ed by illness and several times was 
held to his task only by the strongest 
will power and the encouraging words 
‘of the men in the boat. 
For the trip across the channel Bur- 
lgess was well greased. He wore a 
pair of goggles and a rubber bathing 
cup. <A party of eleven accompanied 
him in the motorboat. 
Swimming the English channel is 
not like taking a dip in the surf at 
some seaside resort, a dash through a 
nice calm lake or a swim from one 
side of the river to the other. Nata- 
tion on a rough day in the tempestu- 
ous Atlantic ocean gives an idea of 
the European feat, but still it lacks 
some of the essential features that 
{have made the aquatic Marathon un- 
swum by so many. 
Tho English channel is probably the 
| best body of water known to thorough- 
jly try the capabilities of a swimmer. 
First there is necessary the ability to 
swim, and swim well. Then comes 
fendurance, a potential factor, as the 
sailors the world over know the chan- 
nei as one of the stormlest bits of wa- 
ter to be encountered. The historic

the next day. {

again. This will relleve any pressure | 
from steam that might aceumul:te in- | 
side the jar during the second cook: | 
ing. Place the jars again in the boiler | 
and boil for one hour. | 

Repeat the operation the third day.

VERY FEW WOMEN KNOW 
HOW TO COOK FISH 


In cooking fish, as in cooking meat, your aim must be to keep in the juices, 
to develope the flavor, but not disperse it, and to make the dish a pleasing to 
the eye as well as to the palate. 

To boll and keep in the juices, put it at first into fast boiling water made 
as salt as ordinary sea water. The great heat will seal up the pores, but after 
five minutes must be reduced or you will break the skin, and it must onlg sim- 
mer for the remainder of the cooking. The length of time depends upon the 
| thickness rather than the weight. Dried fish must be laid over night in cold 
water with a tablespoonful vinegar in it to restore the moisture. It must be 


; cooked.in enough cold water to cover {t. Baking fish isan excellent method 


for cooking fish, as it develops the flavor better than boiling or steaming and 
retains all the nutritive value. Fish mav also be steamed, grilled or fried. 


|\HINTS ON COOKING 
STEAMED HALIBUT : 


Take a good thick siice of halibut, put it in a buttered dish, sprinkle on a 
very little salt and pepper, and a few drops lemon juice; cover with a buttered 
paper; set in a pan of boiling water, allowing the water to come only within 
one inch of the top of the dish. Steam twenty minutes to each pound. @arnish 
with lemon and parsley. Serve with parsley sauce. 

Steaming is more economical than boiling, because the nutritive value is 
higher, and it is an excellent way of cooking fish for an invalid, when a smal 
piece may be steamed in its own juices between two buttered plates. 


BAKED HADDOCK, 


Wash and dry two or three pounds of haddock, skin it, ansible a@ little salt 
over it and leave it for an hour. The middle cut of haddock is best. Dust the 
fish all over with a little flour. Beat up an egg and mix with it a little salt, 
pepper, cayenne and a& pinch of thyme and marjoram finely powdered. Brush 
the fish all over with this, taking care to distribute the herbs all over. Then 
roll in fine bread crumbs, put in a roasting pan, lay some pieces of butter on 
the top. Bake in a moderate’oven for three-quarters of an hour. Baste well 
with melted butter. Serve hot with oyster sauce. 


TOMATO AND CAPE OYSTER SALAD. 


Materials.—Four tomatoes, one medium sized orfon, one sta&k of celery, 
one pint can cove oysters, one tablespoon (heaping) gelatine, white leaves of 
crisp lettuce, salt, pepper, sugar. bay leaf. 

Cook tomatoes, one-half stalk celery, one onion, small piege of bay leaf, 
one-half teaspoon sugar, one-half teaspoon salt and pepper to taste until thor- 
oughly doné. Strain through fine sieve and add one he: aping tablespoon gela- 
Pour in moulds and 
set to cool. 


Pour liquor off the one pint car of oysters. Chop fine and add remaining 


| one-half stalk of celery chopped fine. . Mix thoroughly and season to suit taste 


with salt and pepper. When ready to serve arrange crisp lettuce leaves on in- 
dividual salad plates. Put moulds of tomatoes on and around the oyster and

| The patents of the Wright brothers 
| were sold to a syndicate in France, 
and in defense of their claims to the 
control of the air this syndicate has 
sued all the French aeroplane makers 
except the Voisins.. The foreign ma- 
chines such as the Bleriot and the 
Antoinette boldly use the warping 
wings identical with those developed 
by the Wright brothers. There are a 
score of other French manufacturers 


or some other substitute for actual 
warping. The Voisins have never 
used either contrivance, balancing 
their machines by the rear rudder, so 
they are out of the field of fire. 

The French court after bearing Wil- 
bur Wright held that the Wright de- 
vicg was patentable, but appointed a 
commission and gare it a year in 
which to find any prior patents on 
wing werping. Such patents exist, 
but the Wright brothers were first in 
the field with a motor driven machine. 
and whether the old patents will be 
regarded as inoperative by the French 
court is not known. 

The German courts, on the other 
hand, have already established a prec- 
edent by deciding the first sult in fa- 
vor of the syndicate that bought the 
German patents from the Wrights. 

In this country the matter has been 
very open. Curtiss, Grahame-White 
and Paulhan had been sued, and there 
was a general disposition to await the 
result of these trials as blazing the 
way for action in the other cases-the

Sadie L. Marchant, a Shaker, died— | 
“passed out of the body”—on Aug. 22 
| last. Sister Elizabeth Sears and | 
| Brother Egbert B. Gillette, Shakers 
' too, characterized like all their fel- | 
lows by the attempt of perfect purity 
| in thought, word and act, by gentle-| 
ness, honesty and obedience to law, | 
are now accused of Sister Sadie’s} 
murder. | 
For, seeing her death was inevitable | 


from consumption, pitying her frigut- | 
ful sufferings, Sister Elizabeth and | 
| Brother Gillette administered chloro- 

form to Sister Sadie, made her phys!- 
cal tortures end in euthanasia, in a} 
peaceful, painless death. 

And it was at Sister Sadie’s prayer | 
that her loving, sympathetic friends} 
administered the anesthetic under 
which she passed from unconsclous- | 
ness into the hereafter. 

“Before God I think I did right,” 
| said Brother Gilette. “My conscience 
| 1s perfectly at ease. If the act was 
| unwise, only my great feeling for her | 
prompted me to cominit it.” | 

At a formal hearing yesterday af- | 


| ternoon Sister Elizabeth and isrother 
Gillette were held on the charge of 
murder. Yet Judge Parker took an} 
unprecedented step and admitted them | 
to bail, Sister Elizabeth in $2000, 
Brother Gillette in $5009. Other mem- |, 
bers of the colony, which {ts near 
Ashton, about nine miles east of this 
city, furnished the bail. 

Public sentiment already favors! 
their dismissal by the grand jury, | 
and even if indicted it is more than | 
doubtful if a jury could be found to 
convict them. There is no doubt that!

Water Lily Beds In Place of Ordinary | 
Flowers. 

It is.a fad of the summer to have a 
water lily bed in place of an ordinary 
flower bed. And this is by no means 
| Impossible if an adequate supply of 
water is available, and with a little 
study and that degree of attention one 
naturally bestows upon anything in 
which one is interested there is ev- 
ery hope of success. An inexpensive | 
plan is to arrange the tubs in connec- 
tion with a rockery, a large tub in the 
center being placed a Httle higher than | 
the others and connected by pleces of | 
rubber hose, so that the overflow from | 
the large one runs from one to the oth- | 
er, thus changing the water. Then | 
the space around the tubs may be filled 
with rich soil held in place by large | 
| Btones, In which foliage and flowering |

Proposed Modification of 
Existing Arrangements 


A provisional modification of an 
arrangement which has existed for 
many years has been reached between 
the Western Union Telegraph Com- 
pany, The Anglo-American Cable 
Company and the Direct U.S. Cable 
Company, under which the cable sys- 
tems of these companies now worked 
exclusively in business connection 
with each other, but operated and 
maintained separately, will be oper- 
ated in direct physical connection 
with each other and with the Western 
Union land system. 

Two objects are to be attained by 
this arrangement: 

First, more efficient and economi- 
cal operation. 

Second, the introduction of new 
forms of service to the advantage of 
the public. 


The Trans-Ailantic Cable 
Situation and Competition 


The trans-Atlantic cable situation 
is as follows: 

The Mackay group of seven ca- 
bles, including the German cables, 
owned by or worked in physical con- 
nection with the telegraph lines of 
that company form one system. 

The French cables comprise an in- 
dependent system, using both the 
Western Union and the Mackay land 
lines for their United States connec- 
tion. 

In competition with these is the 
Western Union group of cables, eight 
in all, owned by three separate com- 
panies, two of which are British 
companies owning five of the eight 
cables. 

Two only of the British owned 
cables terminate in the United States 
and all of them are entirely depen- 
dent on the Western Union for their 
connection with any telegraph system, 
or for their reaching any centre of 
business, and are now worked exclu- 
sively, so far as business is concerned, 
with the Western Unicon. 


Efficiency increased, 
Waste Prevented 


The proposed arrangement between 
the Western Union, the Anglo-Amer- 
ican and the Direct U.S. companies 
wiil bring the eight cables of the three 
companies under one operating con- 
trol. The consequent increase in 
effectiveness and economy will place 
the Western Union in a position to 
offer certain advantages in cable 
service not now enjoyed by the public. 

The other way open to enable 
the Western Union to make such im- 
provements and introduce such new 
services as it proposes to do, would 
be to lay new cables. This would 
seem to be the height of folly. 
Duplication of the existing trans- 
Atlantic cable facilities at a cost of 
many millions, when there are more 
than ample facilities for all business, 
would put an unnecessary financial 
burden upon an aircady fully burdened 
business and would probably postpone 
the reduction of rates or introduction 
of new Services. 


Limited Business Hours 


and Idle Facilities 


As at present carried on, the trans- 
Atlantic cable business is practically 
all flash service, ¢. ¢, instantaneous. 
Owing to the difference in time, there 
are only a few business hours of the 
day common to both sides and du x 
these hours at least 75% of the cable 
business is done. This is demon- 
Strated by the accompanying chart. 

In the interests of international 
business nothing should be done to 
interfere in any way with the so-called 
flash or instantaneous service, and 
the lines should be kept clear to ac- 
commodate such messages during the 
few business hours common to both 
countries; but to continue to confine 
the cables to this class of service, as 
at present, will utilize only about 25% 
of the existing capacity of millions of 
property and places on that limited 
Service all the capital, maintenance 
and operating charges.

To meet these requirements is j 
essential not only that there be at al!

one control, but that they should 
operated interchangeably with each 
other and in close physical connec- 
tion with land lines as one system. 
Antple spare facilities are necessary 
to provide against the very frequent 
cable interruptions. 


Neither the Western Union nor any 
one of the companies of the Western 
Union group has, independently of the 
others, facilities enough to handle 
the business which at times any one 
company might be called upon to take 
care of, because of some particular 
rush ef business, or because of some 
cable interruption. Nor could any one 
company furnish all the direct circuits 
mecessary for efficient service, al- 
though the combined facilities of 
these companies are ample if they 
could be used supplementary to each 
ether and interchangeably. 


As it is, each company operates its 
own cables through separate and dis- 
tinct offices and under separate and 
distinct management. Allinterchange 
of business is by actuai transfer of the 
business from one company to the 
other, with the consequent delay and 
interruption of a service in which 
seconds are valuable. 


Daily and Week-end 
Cable Letters 


So soon as the proposed arrange- 
ment goes into effect,.the Western 
Union purposes, with the consent of 
the British Post Office Department, 
to introduce at least two new features 
or servicesin addition to the proposed 
deferred rate—the 

DAILY CABLE LETTER 
and the 
WEEK-END CABLE LETTER 
at a very low rate for cable service 
only. This will enable the public to 
gave the six to eight days consumed in 
the trans-Atlantic passage of mails. 


Monopoly of Cable 


Business Impossible 


There is no cable monopoly pos- 
Sible. The three systems—the 
Western Unicon, the French and the 
Mackay—will continue to exist. 


The Mackay Companies is a hold- 
ing organization with no physical 
property, but exercising through stock 
ownership, lease or contract, operat- 
ing control of various companies 
owning land lines and cables which 
make upthe Mackay System. Through 
this control all the various properties 
are operated as one system to great 
advantage in service over what could 
be given by these same companies 
if operated separately. 

The French cables form another 
system. 

The Western Union System, under 
the proposed arrangement for one 
operating control over the present 
segregated units, will be enabled to 
make two distinct advances in the 
trans-Atlantic cable business: 

1—BETTER SERVICE. Thiswillbe 
insured by more efficient and econom- 
ical working resulting from single 
direction over the operations of both 
cables and land lines. 

2—PUSLIC ADVANTAGES. The 
greater part of the cable capacity has 
been and is now unutilized. It will 
continue to lie dormant and unutilized 
under existing conditions and tradi- 
tions. The Western Union purposes 
to make these wasted facilities useful 
to the public by means of new kinds 
of cable service. 

In addition, the Western Union in- 
tends to nationalize its land lines b 
opening them to all trans-Atlant 
cable companies. ry

MAINE'S VOFE 
ON AMENDMENT 


Situation Appears to Be More 
Muddled Than Ever 


COUNCIL. TO CANVASS. VOTE 


Augusta, Me., Sept. 18,—A special 


session of the executive council for | 


the tabulation of the returns of the 
special election has been called for 
this afternoon. How long it will take 
to do the tabulating is conjectural, 
but it is not believed that anything 
definite will be known until sometime 
tomorrow. , 

With the result still tn doubt and 


amendment will or will not be re- 
pealed, everyone ,ie wondering what 
the effect will be if the law is re- 
pealed, when it will take effect, 
whether Governor Plaisted will call a 
special session of the legislature and 
what the procedure will be. 

The resolve passed by the last 
legislature proposing the repeal of the 
prohibitory law does not provide any 
special time when it shall take effect. 
The nearest approach to such a pro- 
vision is contained in“ the passage 
“and the governor and‘ council shall 
count the same and meke return to 
the legislature.” Under ordinary 
circumstances no legislature would 
meet in Maine again ‘until January, 
1913. iI 

The resolve further gaya: “If a ma- 
jority of the votes are in favor of 
said amendment, the, constitution 
shall be amended accordingly.” If 
this is taken to mean that the legis- 
lature must review the findings of the 
governor and council, in which event, 
according to the opinion of a number 
of lawyers, the law cannot take effect 
until the legislature meets, and if 
the legislature is not convened tn spe- 
cial session, the amendment would not 
become effective until after January, 
1913. 

Governor Plaisted is inclined to fa- 
vor a recount of the state if any legal 
way can be found to bring this about. 
8ome leading lawyers have declared 
that there can be no recount, as ap- 
plied to this special election. It is 
the opinion of others thatthe su- 
preme court can erder'the preserva- 
tion of the ballot and check lists at 
any polling place where sufficient 
cause is shown, and to order a re- 
count of the ballots cast, as otherwise 
the people or candidates would be at 
the mercy, of any corrupt or dishonest 
election officer.

RESULT BY NO MEANS FIN!L 


City and Town Clerks Have Twenty | 


Days In Which to Make Corrections 
In Returns—Errorg May Turn Tide 
fn Favor of Repeal of Constitutional 


120,948 Votes Were Cast 


Augnsta, Me., Sept. 19.—Official | 
returns from the special election of a | 
week ago Monday, when Maine voted | 
on the question of the repeal of the | 
constitutional prohibitory amendment, 
canvassed by the governor and coun- 
cil, show a majority in favor of re- 
peal by twenty-six votes. 

The tabulation of the vote was com- 
pleted late last night after the council 
had been in session since mid-after- 
noon. 

Somme doubt still remains as to the. 
correctness Of the returns and Goy- 
ernor Plaisted announced that city and 
town clerks would be given an oppor- 
tunity to make corrections during the 
next twenty days. 

In more than a dozen instances the 
figures received by the governor and 
souncil did not agree with those sent 
to the secretary of state. His figures 
showed a majority in favor of repeal 
of 136 votes. 

The returns from the town of Lime- 
stone and St. Francis and Matinicus 
Isle plantations, which have been 
questioned, compared exactly with 
those which were received by Secre- 
tary of State Davis, but in two jn- 
stances, Limestone and Matinicus 
Isle, they are reversed from the un- 
official returns received elsewhere. In 
the cases of Salem, Brownville, 


returns agree with unofficial figures, 
but were reversed from the returns as 
received by the secretarfy of stato. 

With the result standing as close as 
it now appears a correction of the 
vote of any of the towns where a 
change was shown last night would 
| have a considerable effect upon the 
majority and in the cases of West- 
field and Athens would oe sufficient to 
turn the tide against repeal. 

The total vote of the state as shown 
by the official figures are as follows:

Washington, Sept. 22.—Tea con- 
taming artificial coloring or facing 
matter shipped from abroad after 
May.1,-1911, will be refused adimis- 
sion at the custom houses, in accord- 
@nce with a decision of the treasury 
Gepartment just made public. 

The department thus reaffirms the 
position taken by # March 1, 1911, 
when ft adopted the standards for 
1911 recommended by the departmental] 
board of tea experts, declared euch 
standards to be “in every instance 
teas entirely free from artificial col- 
cring or facing; matter;” and ruled 
that teas thus adulterated shipped 
from abroad after May 1, 1911, could 
not be entered for consump¥on by the 
American people. 

The tea controversy presents some- 
thing of an. opera-bouffe aspect from 
the fact that efter the samples were 
established and distributed among the 
tea’ trade, & was discovered that 
samples five and si¥” contained some 
Slight artificial coloring.

‘More Than Three Hundred Lives 


MEN LOST FROM OTHER SHIPS 


Fire In Ammunition Hold of French 
Vessel Reaches Powder Magazines, 
Hurling Men High In Air as Cul- 
minating Explosion Occurs—Disas- 
ter Occurs In Roadstead Off Tou- 
lon, Where Great Display 
Was Recently Witnessed by Presi- | 
dent and Other Government Officials 


Lost on Libeite

Naval 


Toulon, France, Sept. 26.—An ap- 
palling naval disaster attended with 
enormous loss of life occurred when 
the battleship Liberte blew up in this 
harbor. 

The death loss is officially estimat- 
ed at 303 men. The killed include 


also a large number of those from 
nearby warships. 

The tirst alarm of fire was foliowed 
by four successive explosions of in- 
creasing intensity as the fire neared | 
the powder magazines, when at last a) 
deafening explosion literally tore tha 
great warship to pieces and sent her 
to the bottom a mass of twisted} 
wreckage. 

The force of the explosion was so 


in the steel armor and frame work of | 
the warship. A piece of armor plate | 
was hurled against the cruiser Re- | 
publique with great force, damaging | 
her plates. | 

On the first. explosion the men 
rushed from their quarters and a hun- 
dred or more sought safety in plung- 
ing overboard. But the great body of | 
men, officers and crew, remained on | 
| the ship and were hurled high in the | 
air or in the water as the culminating | 
explosion tore the ship into | 
ments. 

Several small boats which had aac 
from the other warships to the aid of} 
the Liberte sank when the final ex- |

kided and fifty injured on board the 
Democrati and there were fatalities | 
on the Verite and Republique. The |

Hight of the Verite’s men 
were wounded by fiying fragments} 
blown from the Liberte or by pleces} 
of bursting shells. 

The decks of the Verite were crowd- 
ed with men who were watching the 
frightful spectacle and who were 
targets for the falling debris. 

With the last convulsion of the 
mighty sea fighter, men and wreck- 
age were tossed high in the air and a 
shower of human limbs, bits of flesh, 
articles of clothing, pieces of armor 
plate and splinters of wood fell upen 
the decks of the Verite and upon the 
wide circle of the men-of-war and 
small boats standing by. 

There were muny vessels !n_ tha 
harbor at the time, including a num- 
ber of warships, which have been! 
maneuvering here since the first of 
the month. Yhe first explosion | 
brought a quick response from the| 
nearby men-of-war and from. tho 
shore. Dozens of boats put off and 
picked -up survivors and = floating 
bodies. 

The fire was discovered at 5o'clock. 
At first it did not appear to be seri- 
ous, but it gained a quick advantage 
over the squad of sailors sent to ex- 
tinguish it. The ammunition holds 
had not been flooded on account of 
nature of the 


blape. 

The force of the explosions was 
terrific. Ther shook the yessel fore 
and aft, each one seeming stronger 
than that preceding, opening up great 
fissures in the armor and framework 
of the vessel.

The German ambassador to France, 
Her von Schoen, was tue first to call 
at the foreign office and convey th 
condolences of hig government and 
himse!f, and Emperor William was 
the first ruler to send a telegram of 
sympathy to President Fallieres. 

The American ambassador, Mr. Ba- 
con, called at the foreign office and 
expressed the sympathy of Washing- 
ton and himself. 

Captain Jaures of the Liberte was 
not on board at the time of the acci- 
dent, being on shore on official duties. 
He is a brother of Deputy Juareg, the 
Socialist leader. 

One unconfirmed report following 
the disaster was that the fire had ortgi- 
nated from a short circuit in the elec- 
trical apparatus in the forward part of 
the vessel.

Economic Problem. 


‘NEW WORK WILL START SOON. 


| Intercollegiate Bureau of Occupations 
Plans to Help All Specially Equipped 
| Women Whether or Not They Hold 
| College Degrees. 


A new organization is to enter the 


‘field of practical economics to help | 


women who want to work at profes- 
Sions other than teaching to find the 
work that wants them. This is not a 
new or original scheme, but it has 


certain aspects different from any- | 


thing that has been tried before. It 
|is the first time that graduates of the 
| Women’s colleges have made common 
cause in a plan to help all specially 
|equipped women, whether they do or 
| do not hold college degrees. 

Barnard, Bryn Mawr, Cornell, Rad- 
| eliffe, Smith, Vassar and Wellesley are 
fthe alwmnae associations whose rep- 
| resentatives make up the board of dl- 
|rectors of the new bureau. They will 

employ a paid secretary and assist- 
ants, The objects of the bureau will 


To secure employment for college 
and other specially equipped women. 
To investigate and do all in its pow- 
er to increase their efficlency in occu- 
pations. 
To establish close connections with 


the colleges, especially in advising and | 


Informing undergraduates concerning 
occupations. 

To insure in every way a free, wise, 
choice of occupation. 

The bureau will charge a small fee 
and a percentage of the first month’s 
salary. It alms in time to become self 
supporting. It will differ from any of 
the agencies at present in existence 
vader private ownership, as any mnon- 
ey which it may eventually earn will 


be turned back to extend the work of | 


the bureau. 

| Although calls for teachers will be 
| filled when they come, the bureau will 
confine its main emphasis and effort 
; upon work other than teaching, as it is 
considered that the teachers’ agencies 
already in the field are doing efficient 
work. The bureau of the Women’s 
Education:l and Industrial union will 
not be open for the registration of 
graduates of high schools, as the vaca- 
tion cominittees of the public schools 
are already caring for them. The wo-

STYLES DANGEROUS 
TO LiFE AND LIMB 


Railroad Finds That Women 
Persist In Following Them 


Philadelphia, Sept. 26.—That high 
heels and hobble skirts are responsible 
for a large proportion of the injuriss 
sustained by women while gotting on 
and off trains and mounting and de- 
soending stairways in stations is the 
conclusion reached by the Pennsyi- 
vania railway claim department after 
covering thres 
months, in which seventy-three such 
cases were recorded. , 

The injuries range from slight con- 
tusions to painful sprains and cuts. 
Typical of the causes set forth are: 

‘Hee! caught on step of coach and 
torn off. 

“High heels caught while descend- 
ing stairs; wore hobble skirt.” 

It is pointed out that the railroad 
can do nothing to prevent these casn- 
alties because “women of all times 
have followed styles that are danger- 
ous to life and limb.”

There is no question that Italy can 
eeize the coast of Tripoli. There 
should be no reason why she should 
not be able to. conquer the country 
+ eventually. Turkey probably has 
| fewer than 50,000 men {a Tripoll and 

as Italy commands the sea she cannot 
add to this number. 

What opposition the Arab population 
will offer cannot, of course, be ac- 
curately estimated. Although Mo- 
hammedans, they do not particularly 
love the Turk. On the other hand 
they hate the Christians. Italy can 
pour a large army into Tripoli! and 
may not make the military mistakes 
of the Abyssinian campaigu. Turkey 
too, may be beset in Europe by risings 
in Albania and Macedonia and with 
complications with Greece over Crete. 

Indeed, the outlook for Turkey is 
rather dark, because the powers may 
not let her work her own wil! in ter- 
ritory nominally her own. But the 
Turks are great fighters.

WISE IS PARDONED 


Boston Man Who Was In Shadow of 
Death Chair Is Freed 

Albany, Sept. 30.—Edward Wise of 
Boston, convicted of murder in the 
first degree in New York in 1899 for 
the death of a cabdriver named Beas- 
ley, and whose sentence to the elec- 
tric chair was commuted to life im- 
prisonment by Governor Roosevelt, 
was pardoned by Governor Dix end re- 
stored to his full rights of citizen- 
ship. 

The charge on which Wise was con- 
victed was for killing Beasley with an 
accomplice named Sweeney. 
the trial evidence has been produced 
to show it was Sweeney who struck 
the blow. Sweeney made his escape 
to Africa after the murder, where he
